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A  few  days  ago  Her  Gracious  Majesty ,  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  arrived  in  this  State  to  spend  a 
short  time  with  us.  Her  arrival  was  greeted  with 
the  very  well  deserved  adulation  of  her  New 
South  Welsh  subjects  and  her  stay  was  received 
with  an  unreserved  enthusiasm  born  of  a  genuine 
affection  and  a  deep  respect.  She  is  now  continu¬ 
ing  her  Australian  tour  in  other  States  and  they 
too  are  receiving  her  with  the  same  sentiments. 

All  this  gives  rise  to  the  thought  that  we  are 
fortunate  indeed  to  have  our  existence  under  a 
system  which  can  so  successfully  combine  all  the 
advantages  of  a  democracy  with  the  inspiration 
and  guidance  of  a  monarchy. 

In  these  days  when  so  large  a  percentage  of  the 
world's  population  is  living  under  totalitarian 
regimes ,  whose  selfish  philosophies  were  brought 
home  to  us  so  forcibly  during  the  war ,  the  Com¬ 
monwealth's  democratic  monarchy  stands  out  like 
a  beacon.  Under  it  we  live ,  not  with  fear  and 
subjugation  in  the  shadow  of  an  interational  crisis , 


but  with  dignity  and  freedom ,  hope  and  security , 
trust  and  friendship. 

So  at  this  time ,  when  it  is  most  appropriate  for 
us  all  to  do  so,  let's  count  those  blessings  which 
we  tend  to  take  so  much  for  granted  during  the 
daily  course  of  our  lives.  Let's  be  grateful  that 
our  national  destinies  are  guided  by  the  sound 
and  human  philosophy  of  which  our  Queen  is 
the  epitome  and  the  example  and  our  private 
lives  blossom  unmolested  under  them. 

In  this  vein  let  us  offer  a  hearty  welcome  to 
our  Queen  and  pay  her  the  allegiance  which  she, 
and  the  principles  for  which  she  stands,  so  very 
richly  deserves  from  all  her  subjects. 
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EX-CHAIRMAN  RECEIVES 
HONOUR 

Over  the  years  many  of  our  members 
have  been  honoured  by  our  Monarchs 
but  the  news  of  none  has  been  received 
with  more  pleasure  by  our  members 
than  that  of  Stanley  Edward  Chatterton, 
our  ex-Treasurer  and  Chairman,  who 
received  the  C.B.E.  in  the  Queen’s  New 
Year’s  Honour  List. 

S.  E.  Chatterton  was  elected  to  Tatter- 
sail’s  in  1928  and  became  Treasurer 
four  years  later  in  1932.  This  post  he 
held  for  fourteen  years  and  distinguished 
himself  as  a  fine  Treasurer  and  a  sincere 
and  hard  working  Committeeman.  It 
was  therefore  natural  that  he  would  be 
elected  to  the  Chair  of  the  Club  and 
this  he  was  in  1946.  Here  again,  he 
graced  this  office  with  distinction  until 
his  resignation  in  1949,  soon  after  which 
he  was  made  a  Life  Member  of  our 
Club. 

Stan  has  always  been  a  keen  social 
worker  and  has  been  a  Director  of  the 
“Smith  Family”  since  1927.

It  was  in  recognition  of 
his  efforts  on  behalf  of  this  very  worthy 
organisation  that  he  received  his  C.B.E. 

In  1959  he  donated  £50,000  to  the 
Sydney  University’s  Nuclear  Research 
Foundation,  of  which  he  is  Governor.

FARCE  OF  THE  LONG  WEIGHT  FOR  AGE  EVENTS 

The  Australian  Cup  to  be  run  at  Flemington  on  March  11  is  the  last  of  the  marathon  races  to  lose  its  long  distance 
prestige. 

The  original  distance  from  1863  was  2\  miles.  This  was  reduced  in  1943  to  two  miles  \\  furlongs.  This  year 
the  journey  has  been  further  whittled  to  If  miles. 

Perhaps  the  Australian  Cup,  now  unimportant  because  it  is  contested  by  few  of  the  outstanding  horses,  will 
survive,  but  practically  all  the  other  fatiguing  contests  have  gone  by  the  board. 


There  was  once  a  10  mile  race  for 
thoroughbreds  six  times  round  the 
Wagga  course  in  1868.  In  a  ding- 
dong  finish  Australian  beat  Comet 
by  only  a  length.  The  time  was  23 
min.  35  secs,  which  worked  out  at 
more  than  even  time — two  minutes 
per  mile. 

The  city  racecourses  ran  three 
mile  tests,  notably  the  Australasian 
Champion  Stakes  which  lasted  from 
1859  to  1915.  Originally  it  was  run 
at  the  principal  courses  of  New 
Zealand,  Queensland,  Victoria  and 
Tasmania,  but  later  it  became  a  per¬ 
manent  item  in  the  Flemington 
Autumn  programme  and  the  last 
was  won  by  Sydney  champion  stay¬ 
ing  mare  Carlita  in  1915. 

Some  of  the  old  timers  were  un¬ 
surpassed  in  their  cruelty  to  their 
thoroughbreds.  In  1866  later  A.J.C. 
Chairman  Andrew  Town’s  Tarra¬ 
gon  dead-heated  John  Tait’s  Volun¬ 
teer.  In  a  run-off  they  tied  again  but 
the  owners  insisted  on  a  deciding 
heat  and  Tarragon  was  successful. 
But  the  time  was  5  47,  which  was 
slower  than  many  three  mile  Grand 
Nationals  over  hurdles  at  Fleming¬ 
ton. 

There  was  another  dead-heat  in 
the  Champion  Stakes  in  1896  be¬ 
tween  Wallace  and  a  champion 
mare  Quiver  but  their  owners  were 
more  kindly  and  no  run-off  resulted. 
Wallace  became  a  champion  sire  a 
few  years  later  and  got  many  win¬ 
ners  of  all  important  races,  includ¬ 
ing  two  Melbourne  Cups  with 
Kingsburgh  and  Patrobas. 

John  Tait,  owner  of  Volunteer, 
beaten  after  two  dead-heats  in  the 
1866  Champion,  was  a  famous 
owner-trainer  of  stayers  who  won 


the  1868  Melbourne  Cup  with  The 
Barb  (6  9)  and  two  Sydney  Cups  in 
1868-9  with  The  Barb  8  12  and 
10  8.  Subsequently  he  also  won  the 
Champion. 

The  1872  Australian  Cup  then  2\ 
miles  gave  a  cruelty-to-thorough- 
breds  contest  when  Saladin  got  the 
result  after  two  dead  heats  from 
The  Flying  Dutchman.  The  gruelling 
contests  effectively  clipped  the  wings 
of  The  Flying  Dutchman. 

Sydney’s  chief  distance  weight  for 
age  races  the  Cumberland  Plate 
two  miles  and  A.J.C.  Plate  three 
miles  had  their  distances  curtailed 
to  1|  miles  and  2\  miles  respectively 
but  eventually  they  were  cut  out  of 
the  A.J.C.  Autumn  programme. 


No  wonder!  In  1920  three  of  Aus¬ 
tralia’s  best  stayers  Poitrel,  Ken- 
naquhair  and  Melieme  competed. 
They  walked  off  the  mark  and  L. 
A.  Walker  with  a  view  to  making 
certain  that  he  was  not  forced  into 
the  role  of  pacemaker  cantered 
his  mount  in  the  opposite  direction. 
But  eventually  he  had  to  take  up 
the  running  because  Walker  could 
not  hold  him  back  to  the  other  pair 
who  trotted  and  cantered.  Eventu¬ 
ally  Milieme  collapsed  but  was 
given  third  prize  by  a  sympathetic 
judge,  £250. 

Eventually  9/4  on  favourite  Poit¬ 
rel  won  the  race  by  three  quarters 
of  a  length.  The  time,  6  32^,  was 
again  much  slower  than  a  Grand 
National  Hurdle.  Poitrel  won  the

ary  23.  This,  his  28th  success,  raised  his  earnings  to  £59,593. 
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Jan's  Image  scores  an  impressive  victory  in  the  Randwick  Flying  Hep.  on  February 
23  for  Mr.  Justice  Dovey.  Mr.  Dovey  has  been  a  member  of  TattersaWs  Club 

since  1928. 


Melbourne  Cup  seven  months  later 
with  lOst.  Kennaquhair  won  a 
Metropolitan  and  Sydney  Cup  and 
with  9  0  was  second  to  Nightwatch 
(6  9)  in  the  1918  Melbourne  Cup. 
The  Randwick  Plate  two  miles  on 
the  last  day  of  the  A.J.C.  Spring 
carnival  was  often  a  good  pointer 
to  the  Melbourne  Cup  a  few  weeks 
later,  but  when  owners  of  the  cham¬ 
pion  stayers  skipped  it  to  hurry  to 
Melbourne  for  Caulfield  and  Flem- 
ington,  the  A.J.C.  retaliated  by 
dropping  it. 

So  now  the  longest  weight  for 
age  races  of  Randwick  and  Flem- 
ington  are  no  more  than  1^  miles. 
Such  races  are  long  enough  to  pro¬ 
vide  good  keen  sport  and  too  short 
to  permit  of  the  farce  enacted  in 
Poitrel’s  1920  A.J.C.  Plate. 

One  A.J.C.  Plate  broke  away  from 
the  comic  interlude  of  1920.  This 
was  Phar  Lap’s  race  in  1930.  The 
distance  had  by  then  been  reduced 
from  three  miles  to  2\  miles.  Phar 
Lap  then  a  three  year  old  went 
straight  to  the  front  to  a  big  lead, 
broke  the  existing  mile  and  a 
quarter,  the  mile  and  a  half,  two 
miles  and  two  and  a  quarter  miles 


records  for  Randwick  and  scored 
by  10  lengths  from  Nightmarch 
who  a  few  months  before  had 
beaten  him  in  the  Melbourne  Cup. 


It  was  perhaps  the  greatest  ex¬ 
hibition  of  ultra  speed  and  stamina 
ever  executed  on  the  Australian 
Turf.
